“But when He saw the multitude he 
was moved with compassion on them, 
because they fainted, and were scat- 
tered abroad, as sheep having no shep- 
herd. Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest truly is plenteous, but the 
labourers are few; pray ye therefore 
the Lord of the harvest, that he will 
send forth labourers into his harvest.” 
Matt. 9:36-38. 

Viewing the shepherdless throng of 
human souls, the Master was moved 
with compassion and started a mis- 
sionary work that should interest 
every one of His followers. The first 
step in the great missionary campaign 
that Jesus started was the urgent call! 
to prayer. Prayer is the first and most 
essential part in any Christian work 
and of course Jesus knew that if His 
disciples prayed about the great work 
they must soon begin, they would get 
the vision of the harvest field and 
would also be moved with compassion. 
Compassion for the lost is the key to 
success in the work of soul saving and 
no missionary campaign can go for- 
ward without it. When we are seized 
with holy love for the unsaved the 
spirit of mission will move us to duty 
and we will begin to make preparation 
to evangelize the world. 

The next step in His mission work: 
Jesus called the twelve unto Him 
(after they had been urged to pray) 
and sent them to the work he had de- 
signed they should do. Then followed 
the sending forth the seventy disciples, 
and later the universal call, or com- 
mission to the Church of God to go in- 
to all the world and preach the gospel. 
This all came about because Jesus 
was moved with compassion when He 
saw the fainting multitude that were 
without a shepherd. Just as He was 
moved in that day so is the “Good 
Shepherd” moved today as He beholds 
the teeming millions of earth who 
are lost in night, and without a shep- 
herd. We as the Church of God must 
also be moved with the same compas- 
sion that Jesus was moved with if we 
prove that we are His followers and 
worthy to be connected with Him who 
is the head over all things to the 
Church of God. 

The mission fields are white unto 
harvest: therefore the call to prayer 
for laborers should be obeyed by every 
member of the body of Christ, until 
the entire Church gets the vision of a 
lost world and are moved with compas- 
sion for souls. One of the greatest 
needs of the hour is laborers who have 
been moved with compassion until 


they can say with Paul “The love of: 


Christ constraineth us.” The harvest 
is not being garnered as it should be, 
because the laborers are few who have 
been moved with compassion till they 
are willing to make the sacrifice that 
is necessary to reach the multitudes. 
This should arouse in us a keen com- 
prehension of the great responsibility 
that rests upon the Church of God in 
the missionary cause 

A Christian man who nad doubtless 
heard the call to pray for the laborers, 
and had prayed until he was moved 
with compassion for souls in the for- 
eign fields, was asked if he believed 
the heathens would be saved. His an- 
swer was: “If they are not I will see 
the reason why.” If we are not stirred 
to a sense of our duty in the mission 
cause, and do not pray until we are 
moved with compassion until we can 
make any sacrifice necessary to reach 
the lost in foreign fields, it may be 
revealed to us at the judgment, why 
they were lost. Those who do not 
properly build upon Christ, who was 
moved with compassion because the 
harvest was plenteous and the labour- 
ers were few, will suffer loss at the 
judgment when all their works are 
burned and they are saved only as by 
fire. (See 1 Cor. 3:11-15.) As for my- 
self I do not want to see my works 
all burned in the judgment fire, and 
I feel constrained to pray more earn- 
estly that laborers may be sent forth 
into the harvest. I do not want some 
one to take my crown of rewards be- 
cause I failed and God gave them the 
work to do that I should have done. 

Only a few years ago the writer was 
associated with a brother who had 
done missionary work in South Africa. 
This brother was in touch with the 





leader of a pentecostal body of people 
that wanted to unite with an Amer- 
ican organization. He talked freely 


with us about going over there and 
organizing those people and uniting 
them with the Church of God, but the 
church could not finance the work and 
we did not feel the call to go. Later on 
that same body of hungry souls united 
with another pentecostal movement in 
the United States and we fear that 
they are not getting the food and pro- 
tection they desired. If I had prayed 
more about the need of those hungry 
souls in dark Africa, it’s very probable 
that I would have felt the call to go 
so strong till I could have trusted God 
till He furnished the means to go on. 
This opportunity was lost and hun- 


dreds or probably thousands of good; 


people are not with us that might have 


been. Other opportunities are open to. 


us now and calls for help are coming 
in that we cannot fill, and we are 
made to wonder if it is because the 
Church has failed to pray for laborers, 
and as a result our compassion for 
souls in the neighboring countries is 
not as strong as it should be. Those 
who are not called to go are called to 
send and not a single member is excus- 
ed from duty in the mission cause. Let 
us pray till we are moved with compas- 
sion and then go or send. A special day 
of prayer in each local church for the 
mission cause would doubtless cause 
greater activity among the members 
and move them with compassion for 
the lost in foreign fields. 

Besides the need in the foreign 
fields our home land is also white un- 
to harvest. There are those all about 
us that do not know God, and we do 
not have to go to China to find heath- 
ens. Every local church should have 
a missionary or community worker 
besides the pastor. This worker can 
do great good among those who do not 
attend church services. We started a 
missionary campaign here in Charlotte 
the first of the year and we can see 
that much good is being accomplished. 
The church selected Sister Faye Cree 
for its community worker and she is 
proving a blessing and help to the 
church, The Sunday School attendance 
has increased and through her visits 
in their homes people who did not 
show an interest have become interes- 
ted and are attending the _ services. 
Those of the members who do not 
have the privilege to do that kind of 
work, but have the missionary spirit, 
are helping the church’s local mission- 
ary worker to stay on the job. One 
sister furnishes her a room free, and 
other members lay aside a little each 
week for her support. One sister said 
she could not go but she could give 
$1.25 per week to the one that could 
go. We have also been able each 
month to send in our pro rata of the 
mission fund authorized by the Assem- 
bly, although the financial depression 
is keenly felt in this section and some 
of our members have not had work. 
We have been able to help some of 
our members a little in their financial 
strait, and have paid the notes our 
state overseer sent us for the general 
indebtedness drive authorized by the 
Assembly. 

As a result of the missionary spirit 
in the local church, the Lord’s pres- 
ence is with us in our meetings and 
souls are praying thru to victory. 
People are getting saved, sanctified 
and receiving the Holy Ghost in the 
regular services, and some wonderful 
healings have been wrought. Brother 
C. L. Freeman is conducting a cot- 
tage meeting on Sunday afternoon as 
the missionary spirit stirs him and he 
is moved with compassion for souls. 
As a result of his efforts souls have 
been saved. One man who is sixty-five 
years old opened his doors to the 
people of God and has been saved and 
delivered from the tobacco habit after 
he had used it for forty-five years to 
the amount of 3 and 4 plugs a week. 

Some of the sisters have joined 
Sister Cree in her mission work and 
they have house to house meetings 
in which souls are blessed. One woman 
they had visited was taken to the hos- 
Pital for an operation, but prayer was 
made for her and when the hospital 
doctor made the examination he could 
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ere all with one accord in one place..” Acts 2:1.

The Three Fold 
Duty Of Life

I wish to make mention of this sub- 
ject and give a few duties that God has 
imposed on each of us His co-laborers 


in this great conflict. In the begin- 
ning I will say that every life has 
its duties, some one duty and some 
another, but each one to be a useful 
life for God and a lost world has a 
threefold duty. We might analyze 
them as follows: APPROPRIATION, 
FORMATION and DONATION. 


First, let us see wnat is found in 
appropriation. The word itself means 
setting apart for a particular purpose 
or person, or taking. It is the latter 
definition we wish to use at present. 
God has always done things system- 
atically and right. When man sinned 
he brought death upon all of human- 
ity. To save God’s great creation, yea 
the capping stone of His creation, He 
allowed His Son Jesus Christ to make 
the atonement necessary for his re- 
demption. Thank God, we have in- 
structions in the Bible, God’s Word, 
how to get in touch with this great 
life giving salvation. In Psa. 116:13 
David is here expressing his love to 
God. In the twelfth verse he had ask- 
ed the question, What shall I render 
unto the Lord for all his benefits to- 
ward me? Before anyone else has time 
to answer he breaks forth with his 
own words and says, “I will take the 
cup of salvation, and call upon the 
name of the Lord.” He here finds the 
remedy or antidote for sin and says 
in simple words, “I will take the cup 
of salvation.” Oh, if the multitude of 
the lost world would come to them- 
selves and make this decision as 
David did, and take the cup of salva- 
tion so freely offered unto them! Oh 
how glorious would be the result. But 
you can only get it by calling on the 
name of the Lord as there is no other 
name under heaven given among men, 
whereby we must be saved. 

The next thing we must have is 
instruction. Prov. 4:13. “Take fast 
hold of instruction; let her not go: 
keep her; for she is thy life.” Here 
Solomon in his wisdom breaks the 
silence and tells us to take fast hold 
of instructions. Oh that we had more 
great loving instructors to instruct 
us in the right way! We have a good- 
ly number, but in this day of vice and 
crime, skepticism and apostasy we 
need to hold fast to the teachings of 
God’s Word. I believe we will find 
them a refuge from the deluge of 
false doctrine and instructions going 
the rounds.

Come brethren, let’s look the 
blue print over and see if we are 
building according to specifications or 
the plan. Praise God for the plan, the 
Bible, the waybill, and the discipline 
of the Church of God. When we re 
joice, shout, dance, talk in tongues, 
pray for the sick, pay our tithes, and 
cae baptize by immersion, take 

on, wash the saints’ feet, ete, 
we are in divine order. In John 13:15 
the words of Jesus say, “For I have 
given you an example, that ye should 
do as I have done to you.” We know 
on what occasion these words were 
spoken about sacrament and feet 
washing. Jesus either did or put His 
approval upon the things I have just 
mentioned and many others. One 
other Scripture before leaving this 
thought, our life is to be transformed, 
not conformed. “And be not conform- 
ed to this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your minds, 
that ye may prove what is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will of 
God. Rom. 12:2. Here is a task for 
each one to perform. See that we are 
not conformed. to the world wr made 
like the world, but be trans@»rmed or 
changed so as to please God. We see 
lots of conforming but nut so much of 
transforming. It is easy to get in the 
ehannel and float dowi¥ the current, 
easy to talk like the world, easy to 
dress like the world (I mean for 
some), but the true followers of God 
are not in the channel of this world. 
We neither want to talk, walk, dress 
nor act like the world, but we have 
renounced all these and are busy 
transforming or trying to make our 
life more like His so we can find out 
more about His perfect will. There is 
a possibility of reaching the place of 
knowing the experience of ‘iod’s per- 
fect will right in this life if God’s 
Word means what it says. Read 1 Pet. 
1:14 for yourselves concerning this 
thought. 


We will now notice the third and 
last duty. Donation or giving as it is 
in this sense of the word. We want to 
call your attention to Matt. 10:8, Heal 
the sick, cleanse the lepers, raise the 
dead, cast out devils: freely ye have 
received, freely give. This is some of 
the instructions that Jesus gave His 
apostles on sending them out into the 
world to preach the Gospel, especially 
to the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael at this time. It emphasizes the 
thought of giving with a free hand. 
Thank God, these blessings mention- 
ed above are the free gifts of God not 
to be bought or sold (if it were pos- 
sible). Neither has anyone a right to 
run a monopoly on them. They were to 
be given freely to all who believed 
and would accept them. Some want to 
put a price on salvation. At one time 
the price was paid and that price was 
the life of Jesus Christ. Now it is 
whosoever will. All the wealth of this 
world could not buy a single soul’s 
freedom, but the beggar without a 
penny in his pocket can have the 
blessing by asking on the terms of the 
Gospel. 


Let us notice another Scripture. 
Matt. 16:25, For whosoever wil! save 
his life shall lose it: and whosoever 
will lose his life for my sake shall 
find it. We see it is one of the two, 
give or lose. God help us to be will- 
ing to give with a free hand of our 
means, our finance, our labor, our love, 
and, if necessary, our lives for this 
cause we love so well. The blessing 
is not to the receiver but unto the 
giver. Let not the man or woman who 
plays closed fist with God on any 
line, think he shall receive anything 
from the Lord for God wants all of 
the man or woman or nothing. Of 
course, that includes your pocketbook 
and especially your tithes and offer- 
ings.

This was to be 
raised by March 1, but those who fail- 
ed to get it by that time may have 
more time. Get it as soon as you can. 
We are working to pay a debt for God. 

I want all the Church of God 
preachers in Virginia, those who I 
have not been able to meet, to write 
me a letter. I have something I want 
to tell you—Your brother and ser- 
vant, B. L. Hicks, State Overseer, Mon- 
roe, Va.
